He was seen at some distance 
north and was pursued southward, He threw 
oif the long black overcoat, which he was wearing 
at the time of the mnrder, and drew a revolver 
when he was shot by his pursuer, A sum of 3317 
was found on the body and a pocket-book mark- 
ed with the name “Ole Micklson.” The monty 
is supposed to have belonged to the murdered 
man, as that isabout the amount which a tele- 
gram from his son said should be in his posses 
sion. The body is held at Red Deer for the in- 
quest, which will take place to-morrow after 
noouafter thearrival of tne train from Edmonton, 
wiich will bring witnesses down.

the hotel about nine o'clock in the forenoon: 
This was the last time deceased was seen before 
he was found lying on the trail. A man an- 
swering to the description given of Micklson 
was seen shortly after nine o'clock, by John 
Longmore, dashing through the willow brush 
from the direction of where the body was found. 
Longmore was on his way to town and passed 
within a short distance of the body without 
seeing it. After arriving in town he heard of 
the murder and mentioned having seen the man. 
He took Sergeant Dunning, of the police, to the 
erp where he had been seen and pointed out 

is tracks in the light snow, which lay amongst 
the bushes. The tracks, followed back, led to 
where the body had been found. Turning the 
other way they were followed distinetly through 
the bushes, but were lost on reaching open 
ground where there was no snow. From the 
length of the steps the man had evidently been 
running at a high speed. He had rubbers or 
overshoes on his feet, as shown by the tracks in 
the snow. This evidence pointed so strongly to 
Micklson being the murderer, that the police 
were at once started after him, and on Saturday 
morning a reward of $200 was otfered by Super- 
intendent Griesbach for information that would 
lead to his arrest. Inspector Piercy telegraph- 
el to Crookston, Minnesota, informing the 
police there of the murder and asking about the 
deceased and his supposed murderer. The 
body of the murdered man was held from burial 
until a reply can be received. In the meantime 
every eflort is being made to secure the arrest 
of Micklson. 

A telegram was received this morning from 
the son of the murdered man to the effect that 
he would come to Edmonton, and asking that 
the corpse be not interred until his arrival. 

A man exactly answering the description of 
the murderer was seen passing Leduc station on 
Friday evening, so that he has probably gone 
south.

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PETITION. 
To THE HonoRABLE THE MINISTER OF THE IN- 
TERIOR, OTTAWA. 


The petition of the undersigned residents of the 
district of Alberta in the vicinity of Ed- 
monton, 

Humeiy SHEWETH, 


That the Calgary & Edmonton railway ter- 
minates on the south bank of the Saskatchewan 
river, a stream about 600 feet wide, directly 
opposite the town of Edmonton. 

That the only means of crossing the river is 
by ferries, which run slowly, are inconvenient 
and sometimes dangerous, run only in daytime, 
are expensive to operate and are frequently com: 
pelled to suspend crossing owing to running 
ice, very high water, drift wood and other 
special occurrences. 


That the increase of settlement and trade in 
the district about Edmonton, especially within 
the last six months, has been such as to render 
the ferry service quite inadequate to transact 
the business of the district, besides occasioning 
serious danger to life and property during the 
breaking up of the ice in the spring and the 
freez ng of the river in the autumn, and delay- 
ing mails, passengers and freight, both going 
and coming, for an interval of from five to 
twelve days at each of the seasons mentioned. 


That in order to prevent the present develop- 
ment of the trade and settlement of the district 
from being retarded by these disadvantages a 
trafic bridge across the Saskatchewan is a ne- 
cessity. 

That the construction of such a bridge would 
be of the greatest value to residents upon both 
sides of the river, enabling those on the North 
Side to reach the railway station, and those on 
the South Side to reach the town of Edmonton, 
which is the centre of business and authority for 
the district. 

That your petitioners have already, from time 
to time, during severa! years past, abet this 
matter to the notice of your department, and 
the facts and circumstances set forth above hav- 
ing been veritied, a survey of the river has been 
made under your direction for the purpose of 
fixing upon the most suitable site for a bridge. 

That to the vicinity of Edmonton the bulk of 
the immigration to the Northwest Territories is 
now directed, and will continue to be directed 
for a long time to come, and your petitioners 
are therefore convinced that the lack of a bridge 
during the coming spring, when an exceptional- 
ly large immigration is expected, will have a 
specially serious effect in deterring and retard- 
ing that immigration, 

YOUR PETITIONERS THEREFORE PRAY that you 
may canse a tratlic bridge to be constructed 
across the Saskatchewan River at the town of 
Edmonton,to be commenced at once and carried 
to completion at the earliest possible date,

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HLECTRIC LIGHT COMPANY. 


The first annual meeting of the Edmonton 
Electrie Light and Power Co. was held on Wed- 
nesday “vening, November 9th, in the sample 
room of the Jasper House, the president, J. A, 
McDougall in the chair. Jas. McDonald was 
elected secretary of the meeting. About twen- 
ty shareholders were present. The report of 
directors Was tead as follows : 


SDMONTON, November 8, 1892. 
GENTLEMES ; 


Your board has much pleastire in congratulat- 
ing you on the result of the first year’s work of 
the company. Since we started the machiuery, 
on the 22nd December last, not a moment has 
been lost in supplying our customers through 
any fault of the plant itself. For only one 
night was the town without a light and that 
was wholly unavoidable, being caused by the 
formation of*scale in the injector. The light is 
admitted by all outsiders, who have seen it, the 
equal of anything west of Lake Superior, Our 
contract with the Royal Company called for the 
installation of 300 lights, re since that time 
we have increased the plant in all directions by 
lengthening the pole line and providing trans: 
former capacity for an additional 400° lamps. 

At present we have nearly 700 lamps installed 
at an average rental of 57 cents. We are con- 
sidering the advisability of raising the price so 
that the minimum charge will be 60 cents, Al- 
though we have changed the site of the station 
to the river bank, much difficulty has been ex- 
pee in getting a supply of water. We 
lave spent a good deal of money, some $325, in 

etting water, and will have to spend more ; 

ut as we now know how to get it we hope that 
problem is solved; Mr. Jennings having gua- 
ranteed an ample supply for $200, 

Your board has concluded that the capital 
stock of the company is too small and you will 
be asked to-night to vote an increase. It has 
been suggested that we should take up the ques- 
tion of supplying the town with water, utilizing 
the boilers of the electric light plant to furnish 
the necessary steam. This is quite practicable 
and would return a handsome profit on the in- 
vestment ; but in order to carry it out an 
amendment to our charter will be nessary—this 
you will be asked to discuss to-night, 

As experience is gained we should be able to 
affect further economy in running expenses, 
more especially in fuel, This can be done by 
using a poorer quality of coal, or as it is called 
“screenings” which we will experiment with 
when the second man is appointed to the sta- 
tion. 

As the plant is now running full load an in- 
crease in capacity will, no doubt, be necessary 
next year, and your board thinks provision 
should be made for any probable outlay in that 
line considering increase of capital. You will 
be asked to-night to provide means whereby 
the board can make temporary loans to meet 
the Company’s obligations, as at present the 
directors have to pledge their personal credit to 
borrow any money, The interest account adds 
80 much to running expenses that your board 
has decided that all capital must be paid up, 
thus giving you as dividend what we pay as in- 
terest. We have paid in interest since we 
started the large sum of $434, nearly 20 per 
cent, of our revenue. The plant and building 
are insured, but at a very high rate the premi- 
um being $136, 

Everything considered the result of the first 
year’s operations is highly satisfactory. One 
on the outside cannot appreciate the amount of 
work that has been expended in bringing the 
system to its present state of etticiency. The 
success of the company is assured and there is 
no doubt but that it will pay good dividends.
